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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 
U.S.C. 102 that form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this 

Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1 ) an application for patent, published under section 
122(b), by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or 
(2) a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before 
the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under 
the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an 
application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 1-14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Kukura et al, U.S. Pat. No. 6,633.923 B1. 

Claims 1-14 are rejected as shown in office action mailed on July 15, 

2005. 

As per claim 19, Kukura discloses a rule which defines permissible 
resource references in view of activity identified by the interceptors and the state 
information, the interceptors operable to receive a sequence of events indicative 
of requests for operating system resources and a rule interpreter which applies 
the rule to the activity identified and the state information (allocation resources 
that act as rules that are identified by interceptors and based on application of 
rules to activities or state info, see col. col. 6, lines 26-33 and 46-55 and col. 15, 
lines 10-23). 

As per claim 20, Kukura discloses the plural reference interceptors 
correspond to more than one resource type (see col. 33, lines 26-30) and 
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wherein ttie storage area is a single storage area responsive to a stateful 
reference monitor for computing a processing policy decision based on a state 
determined from the events from the plural reference interceptors (exchange 
messages interceptors process events between client and server, wherein the 
client and server definitely include storage place, see col. 32, lines 55-63, col. 15, 
lines 10-23 and figure 2, devices 42, 44 and 46). 

2. Applicant's arguments filed 10/1 9/05 has been fully considered but they 
are not persuasive. 

Applicant argues at page 7, lines 1-4 that Kukura fails to teach the 
language of claim 1 , "plural interceptors identifying and governing the activity 
based on an application of the rules to the activity". However, col. 15, lines 5-30 
recites interceptors controlling messages based on rules applying to these 
messages. 

In response to applicant's argument that the references fail to show certain 
features of applicant's invention, it is noted that the features upon which applicant 
relies (i.e., page 8, first paragraph, the phrase "the claimed interceptors in the 
present application receive events (data) for selectively computing a decision to 
allow or block activity") are not recited in the rejected claim(s). Although the 
claims are interpreted in light of the specification, limitations from the 
specification are not read into the claims. See In re Van Geuns, 988 F.2d 1 181, 
26 USPQ2d 1057 (Fed. Cir. 1993). 
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Applicant also argues at page 8, third paragraph that Kukura '923 
interceptors are responsive not to rules". However, Kukura '923, col. 15, lines 10- 
23 shows clearly that a server request interceptor is responding to management 
rules. 

Applicant further argues at page 9, lines 2-4 language Interceptors 
operable to receive a sequence of events indicative of requests for operating 
system resources" distinguish form Kukura's patent. However, Kukura, col. 6 
lines 46-55 recites interceptors receive messages for operating allocation 
resources.
